Rhode  Island*  however,  has  furnished  to  American 
history  two  of  its  moot  distinguished  Revolutionary  patriots  in 
the  persons  of  Esek  Hopkins,  first  chief  of  the  American  navy, 
and  his  no  less  famous  brother,  Stephen  Hopkins,  the  Rhode 
Island  signor  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  whose  name  says 
Greene  is  closely  interwoven  with  all  that  is  greatest  and  best 
in  Rhode  Island.  •  •  • 

The  Rhode  Island  Hopkins  •  •  .  although  no  greater  in 
numerical  strength  than  the  several  New  England  families  of  the 
name  have  producod  by  far  the  greater  number  of  historically  noted 
ones.

Thomas  Hopkins  and  his  sister  Frances  are  included  in  their  uncle, 
William  Arnold’s  group  as  given  in  The  Arnold  Memorial .  iftlliam  Arnold 
in  his  family  record  states  that  his  n father’s  family  arrived  in  New 
liigland  in  1635  and  came  to  dwell  in  Providence  the  20th  of  April, 

1636*"  Roger  ,’illiams  arrivod  the  following  June* 

The  names  of  both  Thomas  Hopkins  and  Roger  Williams  appear  with 
the  dates  of  their  arrival  in  Rhode  Island  in  the  Family  Census  of  Mas  3- 
hassuch  and  1  awtuxet .  dated  Sept'.  1,  1636.  See  Bicknell,  Vol,  1,  page  15C 
The  former's  name  also  appears  in  Farmor’s  List  of  the  First  Settlers  of 
Rhode  Island.

John  Csbom  Austin  distinguishes  Thomas-*-  Hopkins,  a  first  settler, 
in  the  indeix  of  his  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island  as  Thomas 
Hopkins  of  Iiashantatek,  Hopkins  located  permanently  a  little  west  of 
the  Pawtuxet,  or  Blackstone  River,  about  ten  miles  from  his  home  lot.

Thomas  Hopkins  married  Elizabeth  about  1640.  Her 

family  name  is  not  definitely  known.  Thomas  William  BicloieU  in  The 
History;  of  Rhode  I  stand  and  Providence  Plantations.  Vol.  5,  pages  345  and 
A12  states  that  Thomas  Hopkins  married  Elizabeth  Arnold  born  in 
Nottinghamshire,  England.  However,  he  offers  no  proof.  Albert 
Holbrook,  author  of  Notes  on  one  line  of  the  Hopkins  Family,  reasons 
that  this  could  not  be  correct.

At  the  outbreak  of  King  Philip's  War  in  1675,  Thomas  with  his 
daughter-in-law  and  her  t\/o  children  removed  to  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay, 
Nassau  County,  New  York.  On  June  6,  1676  he  was  awarded  land  on  Hog 
.Island  and  was  made  one  of  its  keepers.  Thus  he  was  established  in 
Oyster  Bay  not  later  than  the  last  mentioned  date.  It  is  thought  that 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas,  and  his  third  son  had  died  or  perhaps  may 
have  been  killed  by  the  Indians  before  the  removal  to  Oyster  Bay. 

Thomas  Hopkins  died  prior  to  dept.  17,  I6G4,  the  date  of  a  letter 
b;*  Richard  Kirby  to  William  Hopkins  informing  him  of  the  fact, 

Thomas  Hopkins'  death  occurred  while  he  was  living  on  LLttleworth 
Plantation,  liusceedacove.  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  with  a  daughter-in-law, 
Elizabeth,  who  was  then  the  wife  of  Richard  Kirby.

Thomas  Hopkins  spent  his  last  days  at  the  home  of  Elizabeth  ( 
Hopkins^  Kirby,  Rici.ard  Kirby  was  one  of  the  three  original  grantees 
of  a  tract  of  land  on  Long  Island  known  as  "Littleworth  Plantation." 

This  tract ’’was  included  in  toe  original  grant  to  J.,  Carpenter  from  the 
Indians  but  later  through  lack  of  territorial  knowledge  sold  to 
Richard  Kirby.  Jacob  Broakin,  George  Downing  and  Robert  Godfree  a  con¬ 
siderable  tract  in  the  southwest  portion  of  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay  which 
was  confirmed  to  the  purchasers  for  a  consideration  by  the  Husketo  Cove 
man  and  the  Governor  at  New  Amsterdam  (New  York)  as  shown  on  page  636, 
Vol,  1,  Oyster  Bay  Towne  Records."

Note:  ’tusketo  or  'fasceta  Cove,  changed  to  Glen  Cove  in  1£34»  is 
located  in  the  westerly  part  of  the  Town  of  Oyster  Day,  Nassau  County 
on  Long  Island,  Now  York.  Glen  Cove  itself  is  an  inlet  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  Hempstead  Day  near  its  cutlet.  The  shores  of  the  cove  are  flat 
and  marshy.  The  original  name,  Nusketo  really  meant  to  the  Indians 
grassy  flats,  but  because  it  was  confused  with  mosquito,  the  new  name 
was  wisely  adopted.
